REVOLUTION JN BRAZIL.

Janeiro, uf a revolution in that city, to such

1 have also to thank you 


for the supplies which you have furnished

i have observed with 


satisfaction your endeavors to introduce a 
strict economy into every branch of that ser- 
vice : and 1 trust that the early attention of a 
new Parliament which I shall forthwith di- 
rect to be called, will be applied to the pros- 
ecution of that important object. 


"My Lords and Gentlemen. 
"1 am happy to inform you that the friend- 


ly intercourse which subsists between my- 
self and foreign Powers ailbrds the best 
hopes of the continuance of peace, lo the 
preservation of which my most anxious en- 
deavors will be constantly directed. 


"My Lords and Gentlemen, 
"In resolving to recur to the sense of my 


people in the present circumstances of the 
country. I have been influenced only by a 
paternal anxiety for the contentment and hap- 
piness, of my subjects, to pivmot'j: which, I 
relv with confidence on your continued and 
zealous assistance.1'

"My Lords and Gentlemen,

gine, my Lord, the state of Warsaw : 
the houses of the persons of the first 
rank are filled by the xvounded that are 
brought in after each day's battle ; nay, 
even the streets are filled with them, 
and ladies of the highest rank, in the 
midst ol'the inclemency of the winter, 
have attended, and still attend them, 
dress their wounds, for surgical aid is 
wanting, and give them all that conso- 
ling assistance that female benevolence 
alone perhaps can suggesl ; and what 
is still more beautiful, the Russian 
wounded that fall in the neighborhood 
of Warsaw, receive the same humane 
attention, for with (lie Poles, as with 
the English, a fallen foe is no longer an 
enemy. The ladies ot Warsaw have 
sold ail their rings, plate, &.c. have re- 
nounced all their accustomed luxuries 
of life, living principally upon Karsika 
(boiled grain, prepuied with milk or

Exchange yesterday at about three o'- 
clock when some person in the gallery 
threw down large parcels ol'priiHed pa- 
pers, couched in the most violent lan- 
guage against the government, and cal- 
ling on the people to overthrow it; and 
concluded with the words, "Vive Hen- 
ri V." 


The trial against the persons belong-

It is well known that great attention

Late accounts show that the govern- 
ment are making experiments with 
steam ship building on a large scale.— 
They have built and are building no 
fewer than SO steam frigates ; a squad- 
ron which, in action, ought to display 
decided advantages over one composed 
of common ships- 
If an occasion 


should be offered for an experiment of 
this new form of naval war on a large 
scale, curiosity would be greatly exci- 
ted to %vatch the result; for experiment, 
in such cases, often disappoints the ex- 
pectations of the best judges ; and steam 
has already produced great revolutions 
both on sea and land. 


Some of the frigates building in 


France are 161 feet in length; and are 
to be armed with Paixhari's guns of 12 
inches bore, currying a hollow shot.— 
Some of th'-m have four wheels, and 
four engines of 60 horse power each. 


IRELAND.

Murder of any degree, and under a- 


ny circumstances, is shocking to hu- 
manity ; and he who is not lost to eve- 
ry proper feeling, must ever t u r n from 
the contemplation of it with abhor- 
rence;—-but that which has been per- 
petrated by you, bears the stamp ol the 
highest grade of atrocity. 


John Newey, who was vour uncle, 


and in whose blood you have bo cruel- 
ly and wickedly revelled, was, some 
years ago, unfortunately for him and

the uplifted hand of the most hardened 
and practised assassin. 
Yet it did not 


unsettle your bloody purpose, nor ar- 
rest your murderous hand. 
But in the 


emphatic language of the indictment, 
"being moved and seduced by the in 
stigation of the devil." for no other in- 
fluence could have prompted to such an 
outrage, you broke 
through all re- 


straint, and regardless of the laws, both 
of God and man, and reckless of every 
consequence, plunged into a scene of 
shocking arid complicated crime, to 
which no parallel is remembered, arid 
such, as it is believed the pages of judi- 
cial history furnish no record of. 
The 


husband and wife, their rwo little inno- 
cent children and unborn infant, her 
father who lodged in a room above.and 
a lad an inmate of the house, were all, 
all involved in one common ruin, all 
inhumanly murdered, and by you.—

liberation of a demon, you set fire to 
the house in which they had slept, in

be drawn into a fatal delusion, by an il] 
grounded hope of pardon, or of any in- 
terposition in your behalf by the Exe- 
c u t i v e authority of the state, of which 
I feel it my d u t y to apprise you, that I 
sincerely believe, there is not the re- 
motest probability.

The Frederick Examiner makes the 


following remarks upon the trial :—- 


"The trial of Markley excited, as 


might be suppossed, the strongest in.- 
terest, in every part of the county—and 
drew together a greater concourse of 
people than any other occasion since 
the visit of Lafayette. 
The proof of 


his guilt is so clear and' unequivocal, 
as lo leave not the slightest doubt up- 
on the minds of those who were pres- 
ent during the trial. 
During the \vhole 


of the terrible ordeal, he manifested an 
indifference to the terrors of the awful 
situation in which he was placed, which 
argues either the possession of remark- 
able fortitude and self-command, or a 
brutish insensibility. When the ver- 
dict, which pronounced him guilty of a 
crime whose only retribuviou is an ig- 
nominious death, was given in, no quiv- 
ering of the lip, no blanching of the 
cheek, no external sign of any kind, 
gave token of the fearful struggle which 
must have taken place within. When 
the sentence of the law—awful and im- 
pressive as it was—was passed upon 
him, his was the only countenance that 
did not give some evidence of the con- 
tagious influence of the feelings, which 
almost unmanned the amiable and sen- 
sitive judge. 
His bearing throughout 


the trial was such as might have been, 
expected from a man who could cher- 
ish, through five years of imprisonment 
and solitude, the horrid purposes of his 
revenge; and who could summon up 
nerve enough to enter, at the dead hour 
of niijht, the dwelling of his relative, 
and perpetrate the crime of which he 
has been convicted. Powerful as un- 
doubtedly is the passion of revenge, 
such an exhibition of its abiding influ- 
ence is not only rare, but, we believe, 
entirely unprecedented in the history of 
crime. 
It might have been supposed 


that five years of confinement, in a pris-
